An order was given about nine o'clock at 
night and in less than an hour a furious 
assault begun on the rebel entrenchments 
in front of the several commands, resulting 
m the enemy being driven in from the 
nrst into their second lino of works, with 
the loss of over 500 prisoners, several forts 
and about 20 pieces of artillery. The 2d 
corps was engaged all day in their front 
and in spite of the terrible fire of musketry 
poured into their ranks behind the earth- 
works, succeeded in maintaining their new 
line several hundred yards in advance of 
the line they occupied in the morning. 
The 24th corps occupied the center of our 
line, its left connecting with tho 2d on 
Hatcher's Run and its right going to the 
left of the Cth corps. 


Before daylight Sunday morning, the 


rebels made a furious assault upon the po- 
sition of this line, driving a portion of the 
3d brigade from their breastworks and 
capturing about 100. This success how- 
ever did not last long, the 20th Pennsyl- 
vania by a gallant charge driving them 
back beyond their first battle line. A 
sharp fire was kept up all day by both 
sides but owing to the hot fire by our sharp- 
shooters the enemy was unable to work 
his guns, consequently very few casualties 
occurred to our side from shells. Our bat- 
terieg, however, rained incessant fire into 
their intrenchments.

FROM GRANT'S ARMY. 


Fortress Monroe, via Baltimore, April 


4-—The mail steamer Dictator arrived 
from City Point at 4:30 this afternoon and 
brings additional particulars of the great 
struggle. Petersburg was occupied by our 
troops at 3 o'clock Monday moruiug. Our 
gunboats were all well up the James river 
undit was thought that u fight had taken 
place with the rebel iron-clads. Large fires 
were seen up the Jumea river last night 
towards Fort Darling and in the vicinity 
of other rebel works from which it was in- 
ferred Leo was abandoning his works' and 
retreating from his long established lines. 


An immense number of prisoners have 


been captured, variously estimated at 
from 15,000 to 18,000. Prisoners are con- 
tinually arriving at Citv Point, and it was 
estimated that there "were 15,000 there 
this morning. When the Dictator left a 
salute was being fired by all war vessels 
at the Point. 


_The steamer Cossack arrivedhere to-day 


with a large, number of Pnion prisoners, 
including Gen. McLanghlin and men of his 
brigade captured with him by the rebels 
in the assault on Fort S ted man. Such 
was the haste • of the rebels in hnrrving 
the Union prisoners through Richmond on 
Sunday that in many cases they were not 
even paroled. 
The returned prisoners 


say that in coming through Richmond Sun- 
day" they

o( the evacuation of the city. 
The 


streets were alive with people of all classes, 
conditions and ages, manifesting intense 
excitement. All the Union prisoners in 
Libby IVison were ordered to be exchang- 
ed by the rebel authorities and were hur- 
ried through the city of Bichmond towards 
the Yarieua Landing in tho greatest pos- 


re 
Quiet also reigned in front of the Oth corps. 


So matters stood until ten o'clock, when 


the 2d corps was started into sharper at- 
tention by a few shots on their front, soon 
swelling into battling volleys. The bat- 
teries joined in the clamor, and the firing 
spread rapidly to the front of tho 24th 
corps and on to the Cth, then away to the 
right till it.reached the 9th at about 11 
o'clock, at which time the fighting was at 
its height. Presently cheers broke out on 
the front of the 2d as the fire slackened 
and by 2:30 the fire had nearly ceased 
along the whole line, but,at 4 in the morn- 
ing it suddenly broke out again nearer 
than ever to the 2d corps, while sharp ar- 
tillery practice was hoard far to the right 
and again the crash of battle sped from 
end to end of the line. At six o'clock the 
battle was raging furiously, but our colors 
were advancing all along the line.

tBe.'aHegalion that the'Confederate author- 
ities" had prepared'a mine under the Libby 
Prisony and placed;in it aquantityof gun- 
ppwd'er, for the purpose of blowing np the 
buildings, with their inmates, in case of an 
attempt1 to rescue them. After ascertain- 
ing all the facts bearing on tliis subject^ 
the committee believe thut what was dpno 
under the circumstances ;will meet a ver- 
dict of approval from all whose prejudices 
do not blind them to the truth. The state 
of things was unprecedented in history 
and must be judged-of according to the 
motives at work and the result accomplish- 
ed. A large number of northern raiders, 
under-Colonel- Dahlgren, was approaching 
Richmond. 'It was ascertained .by the re- 
port of prisoners captured from them, and 
other .evidence, that their design was to 
enter the, city, to set fire to the buildings, 
public and private, for which purpose tur- 
pentine baits'.-in great numbers had b«en 
prepared; to murder the President of the 
Confederate States and other promincnl 
men - to release the prisoners of war, then 
numbering five or six thousand; to pui 
arms into their hands, and turn over the 
city to indiscriminate pillage, rape anc 
slaughter. At the same time a plot was 
discovered among the prisoners to co-oper 
ate in this scheme, and a large number o» 
knives and slung "shots (made by puttinj 
stones into woollen stockings) were detect- 
ed'in places of concealment about their 
quarters. To defeat a plan so diabolical 
assuredly the sternest means were justi 
ficd. If it would have been right to pu 
to.death any one prisoner attempting to 
escape under such'circnmstances, it seems 
logically certain that it would have been 
equally right to put to death any number 
making such attempt. But, in truth, th( 
means adopted were those of humanit' 
and prevention, rather than of execution 
The Confederate authorities felt able t< 
meet and- repulse Dahlgren and his raider 
I _tlipy could prevent the escape of th( 
prisoners.

as well as those of our citizens. Tht 
puard force at the prisons was small, am 
all the loi-al troops in und around Ilich 
mond \vcrn needed to meet the thrcatcnei 
attack.

tatoes to sprout in the early spring is re- 
ported to lie prevented in Scotland, and by 
BO doing, their full edible qualities are 
preserved, and "mealy" potatoes can be 
had all summer from the previous year's 
growth: The experiment costs but little, 
and is worthy of being tested by every one 
who -doubts its efficacy. Obtain from a 
druggist one ounce of liquor of ammonia, 
(hartshorn) to a pint of water; let the po- 
tatoes be immersed in this mixture four 
or five days; dry them. Their substance 
is . thus consolidated', and much of their 
moisture extracted without the slightest 
injury for all table qualities, but their 
vegetative power is forever destroyed. If 
spread out after immersion, so as to be 
well dried, they will keep good for ten 
months. .

• Uakcd potatoes arc easily digested, re- 
quiring only two hours and a half, but 
one hour longer if boilod. If baked in the 
ashes and eaten with butter and salt, they 
are sweeter and more healthful than by 
any other, mode of preparation. 
The 


sprouts of potatoes 'uncovered with earth 
contain solanum, a powerful poison, the 
potato becoming green, and are then un- 
lit for even animals. To have mealy po- 
tatoes for the table, boil them until the 
fork easily penetrates; pour off all the wa- 
ter: cover the vessel with a cloth near the 
fire, until "steamed" dry.—Hall's Jour- 
nal <>/'Jfcallh.
